The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In claim 3, the 
terminology "R2O compounds in amounts sufficient to obtain a mixed alkali effect" is 
being interpreted as requiring each alkali metal Li20, Na20 and K2O to be present in an 
amount of at least 0.1 wt%. The specification defines the mixed alkali effect as 
occurring wh.en each of Li20, Na20 and K2O are present In the glass, [0019]. Therefor 
the claim 3 is considered to be limited to glass substrates having at least 0.1 wt% of 
each of Li20, Na20 and K2O. Claim 1, also requires 0.1 wt% of each of Li20, Na20 and 
K2O, see applicants arguments of 4-24-06, page 8.
